Long arm of the law 
given a helping hand

The “long arm of the law” —deputies 
and California Highway Patrolmen in- 
vestigating an accident in Mentone on 29 
December 1980—got an extension from a 
man in Yorba Linda. 

A 20-year-old Redlands man was ar- 
rested for driving under the influence of 
alcohol and misdemeanor charges of hit 
and run after a non-injury accident at 
Agate and Mentone Boulevard shortly 
after 11:00 p.m. 

But some of the events that led to his 
apprehension were channeled through 
Yorba Linda via radio waves and relayed 
to the Yucaipa sheriff's substation by 
telephone. 

The unusual sequence began when Stan 
Fox, long an Amateur Radio enthusiast, 
was returning from an evening walk to his 
home near the accident scene. 


municate using the Keller Peak repeater 
Fox said. Both Fox, WAGBLI, and 
McKeever, N6BAW, are associated with 
the Walnut Hill Repeater Association. 
Although this was the most exciting in- 
cident he has been involved in, Fox said, 
the radio group has an active public ser- 
vice record and recently assisted U.S. 
Forest Service officials during tree plant- 
ing operations in the wake of November's 
Panorama fire.

Fox was talking with Dick McKeever of 
Yorba Linda on a hand-held radio when he 
heard the crash of the collision and told 
his friend he was going to check out the 


situation. 

One car had already left the scene when 

Fox arrived, but other witnesses noted its 
direction of travel, and Fox and others 
followed a trail of water leaking from the 
car’s damaged radiator. 
Meanwhile, McKeever had telephoned the 
Yucaipa sheriff's substation and was able 
to relay information he was receiving 
from Fox. . 

Four occupants, thought to be involved 
in the accident, had reportedly switched 
vehicles and were starting to drive off, 
but a sheriff's deputy was able to stop the 
car. The car originally involved in the ac- 
cident was located behind one building, 
Fox said. L 

CHP Officer Bob Saiz took the man into 
custody. There is a possibility the man 
may also be charged with pointing a gun 

at a sheriff's deputy, CHP officials said.

Guglielmo Marconi needed police protection from people who threat- 
ened to kill him because they thought his radio waves were harm- 

ful to human life. The frightened people complained that the radio 
signals were passing thru their bodies and making it impossible for 
them to sleep. A wealthy woman charged that the waves made her feet 
itch. A German man publicly made plans to go to England and shoot Mr 
Marconi, but was turned away by British authorities. 

Tne hostility toward the inventor came after years of being ign- 
ored by the pudlic. In 1894, the 20 year old electronic pioneer 
coaxed his crude equipment to send a signal a few feet across his 
room. Next year his signals spanned the length of his father's home 
in Bologna, Italy. When Marconi patrioticailv offered his invention 
to the Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, he was snubbed. 

Marconi packed up his equipment, and with his Irish mother, sailed 
to England. Surely, he thought, the worlds ereatest maritime power 
could use ship-to-shore communications. British customs officials 
ignored his frantic efforts to explain that his radio was not an 
explosive device, or bomb. ‘The delicate instrument was damaged by 
their forcing it opened. The following year a family friend helped 
him gain the attention of the British Postal authority, and he gave 
a demonstration that he could send a signal from the Generil Post 
Office to a nearby building. The press and public showed no interest 
in the feat at all. 

Marconi then constructed a bamboo tower that thrust his trinsmitter 
90 feet into the air and sent his wireless signils ne:rly two miles. 
He had built something too big to be ignored this time, and the press 
took notice! Years later, he sadly observed, "THE CiLM LIFE IS OVER". 

The publicity aroused fears in a previously indifferent public 
about the possible harmful effects of radio waves. i flood of crank 
mail, some containing threats on his life, came pouring in. Guarded 
by the police, Marconi moved his operation to Wales in 1897. Soon 
he was transmitting signals out 25 miles, then 150 miles, and in 1901 
he spanned the Atlantic ocean with his wireless signals. It was more 
than two vears after this that the public outerv diminished enough 
for Scotland Yard to withdraw the police guards protecting the min 
who many claimed was insane, Today we remember the man who developed 
radio for the world.
